Mr. DeCosmos said "tho explanation 
was quito satisfactory in ono respect. He 
wanted to know whether the Govommont 
wero prepared in caso the railway should 
start at Burrard Inlet to construct a 
branch line from Victoria to Nanaimo, 
and in such a caso, whothor thoy would 
cause a line to bo constructed along tho 
lino of the east coast. 

Mr. Langevin replied that tho intontion 
of the Government was to go to Esqui- 
malt, but of eourso if it was impracticable 
thoy could not go, and if tho railway was 
carried to Burrard lnlot a ferry would be 
established and a lino would be carriod to 
Esquimalt as part of the railway." 
That was tho deliberate policy of the Gov- 
ernment in 1872. They chose Esquimalt 
as being the chief harbor and port of Bri- 
tish Columbia. There was no uncertain 
sound on our part in regard to going to 
Esquimalt, but with regard to selocting 
Burrard or Bute Inlet wo koop oursolves 
free. Tf the railway camo to Buto lnlot 
wo would by ferry, or railway if practic- 
able, go to Esquimalt as tho ultimate 
shipping-oil" place to China and Japan. 

In reply to Mr. Mills. 

Dr. Tupper said that unless the explor- 
ations showed that by taking a slightly 
longer route, with perhaps heavier, 
grades, thoy would obtain access to a 
country well fitted, for sottlemont, they 
would b.o obliged to fall back on the Bur- 
rard Inlet route.

INDIANA. 
Uaoerstown, Ind., May 29. — About

gained such headway that the flames 
rushed up the stairway completely cut- 
ting off all escape. There wero up- 
wards of GO persons on the register be- 
sides regular boarders nearly all of 
whom wero compelled to escape by 
climbing down tho porch pillars. Sev- 
eral of those who escaped in this way 
sustained serious injuries by falling. 
One man made a rope of his bedcloth- 
ing and attempted to escape in that 
way from tho fourth floor. The ropp 
broke as ho reached the third floor and 
he is now lying in a very critical con- 
dition. A child of the agent of the 
Cumberland Yalley Railroad while 
climbing down tho porch from the fourth 
floor fell and is supposed to bo fatally 
injured. Two bodies have been found 
in the ruins burned to a crisp; ono of 
them is L. Troxello of Cumberland and 
the other ono is unknown.
